Last ovening Mr. B L. Davenport produced a new
druma entitled Hida; or, The Perl of Crwalr
which has been sdapted from a Franoh plece, caltad
Cadet la I'evle, by Mossra Lo 1L Showell an1 F. Wil
linma.  This 8 u melodramatio play of the old-
(nshioned wsort, The plot I an adaptatioa of & fo-
mantic story of the New York Ledgsr type, and the
plece depends for sncocss upon spirited and ariiatio
doting rather than npon the Ingennity of ths stage
carpenter or machiniat, The plece s an exooallent
one of Its kind, and It is of s Kind that lovers of the
drama will be loth to loge, It isin just such plays
that some of the best actors on the stage have
achieved the groatest sucoess, and this particular
dramas furnishos Mr, Davenport with a singuiarly
fine role that Is admirably suited to his forcible but
elegant style of aoting. Indesd, there (s no actor o
the country that can approsach this gentiomen in the
botter class of melodramas; and such parts as
“Henri de Lorraine” he piays with & breadih and
freedom sdapted 1o the subject, but with & vigor of
axpression that is doubly effective from the total
absenoe of rant or vuigarty, aml which raises the
oharacter to the rank of & dramatio orestion,

The whory told in the play of Hilda I8 romuantio,
rather than sonsationsl, in the modern scceptation
of the term. ‘“'Henrl de Lorraine” the Compto
d'Harcourt, loves “Hilda," the dsughter of »
burgher. He s wounded in battie and by chance |s
oarried to her home, when the physician asserts that
his only chanee for e Is the infuslon of freah blood
into his oxhpustod volns, “Hilds"” ofers herself, and
her lover's e I8 saved alimost at the expense of her
own, He s made to balleve that she is dead, nnd we
next find him the leader of o band of revellers Ina
low cabaret in Parls, striving to drown the remem-
branoes of the past in dissipation, The Cardinal
Richelleu, however, designs an alllance between
SHenrt" and his plece, the “Duchesse de Poylaarens,”
but the indy having informed herself of his hubits,
wishes to decline the proposed match, aad a meet-
ing between “Hilda" and her lover, which acolden-
tally takes place In the Cardinal's ante-room, Induces
her to take the girl ander her protection and to bring
about s reunion, “Henr!” I8 made commander of
the army, and achieves a great vietory, which se-
cures him the gratitude and favor of the King snd
Cardinal, The “Duchess,” however, finds that she
15 in love with “Ilenri” hersell, and the sabseguent
events turn upon the lmprisonment of “Hilda" in s
convent at her instance, her rescue by “Henrl,” the
various plots and counterplots which the policy of
the Cardipal and his nlece put o actlon for the ne.
complishmoent of their purpoge, and the final reunlon
of the lovers.

Some of ¢he situations In the play are remarkably
effective, although, from the rather careless manner
in which it was performed Iast evining, they did not
make the same lmpression thot Thl-_i‘ wouald I
worked up In proper wutyle. Scarcely one of the
actors knew thelr lines, and Mr. Davenport hlmself
vequired the assistance of the prompter rather fres
quently, Making all due allowance for the diffical-
ties of @& first night and hasty preparation, the play
wis not given in the style that it should have been
This I8 to be regretted, as the plece s a good one:
far better than the majority ef those which the pule.
e are invited to patronlse, and with reasonably
good pcting it conld be made strikingly effective. To
the general ineMclency of the support we muat
except Mrs. Walcot, who gave an admirable personn-
tion of the heroine, and Mr. Walcot, who acted the

part ol o Falstamnan poetnster with
much  ability. These artists are entitled
10 ponsideralile oredit, for while

other members of the Walnut Street Company are
too often cureless and nattentive to the artistie re-
guirements of thelr profession, Mr. and Mra, Wal-
cot almost Invarisbly act well, and even In parts
pot suited to them they at least try toact. In this
connection it may not be out of place to mentlon
that some weeks ago we recelved a note from one
of the lndies of this theatre, compluining that wao
falled to notice her efforta, It I8 certainly an un-
gracions task to find fuult with the actors under any
circumstances, but habitoal faall-linding would be
unpleasant for all parties coneerned ; and the news-
paper that would alwuys speak the whole truth in
matters of this kind would get the credit of being
hypereritical, harsh, and ungenerons, There 18 not
a paper in this eity that does not pass over o great
deal of execrably bad acting in sllence, especially
in cases whore there does not appear 1o be any hope
of effecting a reform. If we charitably say nothing,
certalnly no member of the profession has o right o
complain, snd those who are ambitious o obtaln
praise onght to do somethlng to deserve it

The drama of Hilda will prohably work smoother
this evening than it did yestorday, and we commend
it to the attention of our play-goers, Mr. Davenport
14 an actor who deserves well of the public, and he
ought to draw better honses than he has yot done
during his present engageiment.
